Sir 
John Newell Jordan, the British 
minister, and Dr. Paul Samuel 
Reinsch, the American minister, 
headed the diplomats greeting the 
president, who afterwards delivered 
a congratulatory speech from the 
throne rooin terrace. 

A reception followed in the his- 
toric Robing room, The foreign 
guests enjoved the experience of 
ascending the ancient throne and 
admiring the magnificent furnish- 
ings of the beautifully lacquered 
room. The brilliant scene has never 
been equaled in the history of 
Pekin.

He had just com- 
pleted an analysis of the govern- 
ment weekly report which shows the 
mortality rate for every large city 
in the United States. 

I’or the period ending November 
23 Atlanta’s rate was slightly high- 
er than for the week before, but 
it was below any city in the south. 
except Washington, D. C. Birming- 
ham, which was below Atlanta in 
last week’s report, showed a higher 
rate for the week just passed, 

The statistics for the chief south- 
ern cities is as follows: 

Atlanta, 76 deaths (against 69 for 
the week previous), giving her a 
rate of 19.6. 

New Orleans, 
rate of 21.7. 

Memphis, 73 deaths with a rate of 
24.6. 

Nashville, 54 deaths with a rate 
of 23.6. 

Richmond, 75 deaths with a rate 
of 24.3. 

Washington, 
rate of 18. 

Paltimore, 238 deaths with a rate 
of 20.8. 

Pittsburg is still leading in the 
number of deaths, having for last 
week a death rate of 45.8. 

Dr. Kennedy feels that there is 
no occasion to fear a return of in- 
fluenza in so severe a form as when 
it started here, although he thinks 
that the deaths for this week will 
show the effect of the increased

Another new arrival in Switzer- 
land is a Russian from Odessa, who 
came through Germany. He was 
worried lest his insufficent knowl- 
edge of German and his marked 
Russian accent might make trouble, 
so he did not talk for hours, Finally, 
however, speech became impcrativé. 
His fellow travelers demanded his 
identity, and when the Russian re- 
vealed it, they fairly deluged him 
with attention.

HOOVER 10 SURRENDER 


CONTROL OVER SUGAR 


New York, November 29.—The 
sugar divisions of the United States 
food administration throughout the 
country will begin to demobilize 
about December 15, it was learned 
here today, in anticipation of the 
arrival of Cuba’s sugar crop in Jan- 
uary. Modification of restrictions 


affecting consumers will become ef- | 


fective early next week. 

The sugar divisions, which have 
complete control over distribution 
by refiners, and, through the re- 
finers, over distribution by whole- 
salers and grocers, will on Decem- 
ber 1 discontinue their certificate 
system under which sugar had been 
allotted to manufacturers and deal- 
ers as a war-time measure to con- 
serve this commodity. 

Manufacturers will, however, be 
required to limit their purchases 
each to thirty-day supply until the 
free arrival of the Cuban raw sugar 
about January 10 or 15. 

While restrictions on the use of 
sugar in public places will contin- 
ue in effect for the present, four 
pounds of sugar will be allowed to 
each person each month in homes, 
beginning Monday or Tuesday. 
This, it was declared, was the nor- 
mal consumption prior to the war. 
The present allotment is’ three 
pounds. 

The sugar divisions had not in- 
tended to relinquish control until 
the end of the year, but the decision 
was reached that the situation had 
so improved that the demobilization 
would begin two weeks earlier.

A grand jury is investigating the 
Densmore charges of irregularities 
in the prosecutions of Mooney and 
others in connection with the bomb 
murderers on preparedness day, July 
2-2, 1916, in San Francisco. 


“Mooney vs. Money.’ 

At a meeting today the grand jury 
framed a request to Governor Ste- 
phens that he direct Densmore to 
appear before that body to testify 
concerning his report. <A certified 
copy of the report also was asked 
fors This action was predicated on 
secretary of Labor Wilson’s decision 
to place the report and the sery- 
ices of Densmore at the disposal of 
the governor, ; 

“It was a case of ‘Mooney vs. 
Money,’ and Money won a costly 
Victory,” Maxwell McNutt, chief of 
counsel for Mooney, said in com- 
menting upon the commutation of 
Mooney’s sentence, 

The defense would be powerless 
to act further even if all of the 
charges in the Densmore report are 
substantiated, McNutt said. 

Dissatisfaction with the commu- 
tation was expressed in a statement 
issued by E. D. Nolan, secretary of 
the International Workers’ Defense 
learue, 

“The final word on the Mooney 
case has not been spoken,” said the 
statement. “Labor will recover from 
this temporary setback and continue 
its fight for justice.” 

Mooney Prefers Death, 

Many strikes had been planned 
for December 9 by labor organiza- 
tions as a protest against Mooney’s 
execution, which was set for Decem- 
ber 13. Whether these proposed 
strikes now will be carried out, la- 
bor leaders here were unable to 
Sav today. : 

From his cell Mooney issued a 
statement protesting against com- 
mutation of his sentence. “I would 
rather hang,” he said, “than to be 
condemned to a living grave.” 
Mooney also appealed to labor lead-

NEW TRIAL DEMANDED 
BY NEW YORK UNION. 


New York, November  23.—As- 
serting that “the action of the gov- 
ernor of California in 
the death sentence passed upon 
Thomas J. Mooney to life imprison- 
ment does not in the least degree 
render justice to Brother Mooney 
and his co-defendants,’ the Central 
Federated union of Greater New 
York tonight adopted resolutions de- 
manding a new trial for the impris- 
oned labor leaders “to the end that 
their innocence or guilt may be 
proved without the use of perjury.”

Although eyewitnesses describe 
the scene as “surely worthy the 
painter’s brush” no description of 
the reunion of the once Kaiser and 
his empress has become public. 

Count von Bentinck, the host of 
the former imperial couple, suavely 
points out his delicate position and 
declines to answer questions regard- 
ing Herr and Frau Hohenzollern, 
giving as his ground that the Dutch 
government is the host and that he 
has no right to make known the de- 
tails of the daily life of the visi- 
tors. 

The former emperor is surrounded 
by a band of trusty retainers who 
may be relied upon to keep their 
mouths closed. The arrival of his 
wife caused little excitement in the 
village. 

HOLLWEG WANTS 
WAR INVESTIGATION. 

London, November 29.—Dr. von 
Bethmann-Hollweg, German imperli- 
al chancellor at the outbreak of the 
war, is eager for an investigation 
into his share in the origin of the 
conflict, according to a statement he 
made to The North German Gazette 
of Berlin, as quoted by the Central 
News’ correspondent at Copenhagen. 

The former chancellor, in his 
statement, refers to the Bavarian 
revelations regarding the war's or- 
igin and protests: against the pub- 
lication of fragmentary extracts 
from documents and the deductions 
made from these. 

He admits that Germany was not 
surprised at Austria’s action regard- 
ing Serbia, but declares he was not 
aware of the text of the ultimatum 
before it was dispatched, and when 
he saw it he regarded it as too 
sharp, both in its tone and as to 
the demands made. 

The ex-chancellor says he is anx- 
iously awaiting the day when his 
case may be judged by an impar- 
tial governmental! tribunal. 

“We will admit our errors,” he 
adds, “but will not allow ourselves 
to be forced to make untrue confes- 


sions. , 


HOLLAND IS ACCUSED 
OF FAVORING WILLIAM. 

Denver, Colo. November 729.— 
John B. Geijsbeek, consul for Hol- 
land, for the states of Colorado, 
Utah and New Mexico, tonight an- 
nounced that he had mailed his res- 
ignation to the Dutch legation at 
Washington because of his govern- 
ment’s action in harboring the for- 
mer German emperor and because 
of other acts of The Netherlands 
government during the war. 

Mr. Geijsbeek said that The Neth- 
erlands government is preparing to 
conduct through its consuls a news- 
paper campaign in the United States 
to justify its action in Biving shel- 
ter and protection to William Ho- 
henzollern. 


BRITISH FACTORIES 
TURN TO PEACE WORK 


London, November 29.—F. G. Kel- 
laway, parliamentary secretary 
the ministry of munitions, in a 
statement regarding the turning 
over of munition factories to the 
production of peace materials, says 
the problem facing the British man- 
ufaecturers is not nearly so serious 
as that which confronted them when 
they were asked to turn from peace 
to war production. 

Three munition firms at Leicester, 
Tikeston and Nottingham and three 
at Loughborough are taking up the 
manufacture of hosiery needles, im- 
ported from Germany before the 
war, Mr. Kellaway said. 

Another Leicester munition plant 
will produce hose suspender fittings, 
also formerly imported from Ger- 
many. There are several cases 
where manufacturers who were pro- 
ducing airplane motors will make 
éngines for motor cars, While one 
concern which made shells is turn- 
ing to the manufacture of shoe 
machinery. 

At Newcastlé-on-Tyne, an airplane 
firm w take up the manufacture 
of house furniture and will give 
work to 5,000 persons, while another 
factory in the same town will change 
from the making of guns to the 
building of locomotives—a new in- 
dustry which will give employment 
to 5,000. <A firm at Burnley, which 
was manufacturing guns, will make 
electric fittings: a Sheffield plant 
from the manufacture of shells will 
turn to the making of files and 
springs, employing 1,000 workmen. 
A plant which has ceased the manu- 
facture of copper bands for shells 
will turn out dairy utensils, while 
another which was engaged in as- 
sembling airplanes will devote its 
activities to the making of iron 
valves. 

A Birmingham firm is changing 
from the production of fuses and 
airplane parts to the manufacture 
of motor accessories; at Matlock an- 
other firm is arranging to make 
cream separators, now largely im- 
ported.

November 29.—Renewed 
effort during the period of demo- 
bilization and reconstruction on the 
part of all agencies engaged in the 
work of disease control, was urged 
here today by Dr. C. C. Pierce, as- 
sistant surgeon general of the public 
health service, in an address before 
150 social workers from all parts 
of the country. 

Asserting that there had been a 
relaxation of effort by some of these 
agencies, Dr. Pierce declared that 
“the work which has been started 
as a war measure is just as essential 
as a reconstructive measure.” 

“All prosperity and efficiency, 
health and happiness,” Dr. Pierce 
said, “depend upon the physical fit- 
ness of the great mass of citizens.”

REMAIN AT ODDS 


Peru Denies Making Any 
Apology--Reported Peru 
Has Sent Message to the 
United States. 


New York. November 29.—The 
ministry of foreign affairs of Peru, 
through Eduardo Higginson, Peru- 
vian consul general in the United 
States, issued here tonight a denial 
of a recent statement by the Chil- 
ean consul general that Peru had 
apologized for its action in with- 
draw:... consular representatives

Cablegrams received from the for- 
eign office in Lima, Mr. Higginson 
stated, announced that its severance 
of commerical relations with Chile 
was prompted not only by attacks 
in Chilean cities against Peruvian 
nationals, but by forcible detention 
of its consul at Iquique aboard a 
ship, where he was prevented from 
communicating with his govern- 
ment. 

The message branded as untrue 
the claim of the Chilean consul gen- 
eral, Carlos Castro Ruiz, that recog- 
nition of the Peruvian envoy at 
Iquique had been withdrawn by 
Chile because he forwarded to Lima 
accounts of anti-Peruvian demon- 
strations in Chile “which never oc- 
curred,” and that the Peruvian au- 
thorities had admitted the falsity 
of these reports. 

Summarizing the situation as re- 
gards its citizens and consuls in 
Chile, the Lima authorities, in cable- 
grams received by Mr. Higginson 
tonight,. declared that after Peru- 
Vians ad been insulted by mobs 
and their property destroyed in An- 
tofagasta, Pisagua and Iquique, the 
Peruvian consul-at Iquique Was 4as- 
saulted while on his way to the 
residence of the chief of police to 
protest against mistreatment of his 
countrymen, He was “violently 
placed in a carriage,” gagged and 
taken aboard a vessel in the harbor, 
the message stated, and soldiers 
placed him under guard, 

The marine governor of Iquique, 
the cablegram added, later notified 
the consul that he would not be al- 
lowed to land, and he was held 
“strictly incortmmunicado.” Upon 
being advised of these facts, it was 
stated, Peru decided to recall its 
representatives from Chilean ports. 


PROTEST BY PERU 
TO UNITED STATES. 

Lima, Peru, November 29.—It 1s 
repurted in diplomatic circles that the 
foreign office has sent a long cable 
messa to the American state de- 
partment inWashington concerning 
the econtroversy between Chile and 
Peru. It is not known whether the 
cable message concerned recent in- 
cidents or the general question of 
the provinces @f Tacna and Arica. 

Senor H. Loga, the Peruvian con- 
sul who fled from Iqiuque, Chile, 
during the disorders there last week, 
has arrived in Lima.

Thousands of contracts have been 
signed in this manner by proxies 
of the army officers duly author- 
ized by the secretary of war. The 
name of the officer in these cases 
was typewritten at the end of the 
contract, and a minor officer actual- 
ly signed in behalf of the author- 
ized contracting officer. The onlv 
documents many manufacturers 
have to support their contracts con- 
sist of letters instructing them to 
proceed with certain orders for war 
materials, at certain prices, or on 
the basis of a percentage of prof- 
it, bearing the signature of a sub- 
ordinate officer beneath the typed 
name of the real contracting offi- 
cer. It was explained that in the 
rush of war preparation this svs- 
tem was necessary in the interest 
of speed. 

The comptroller also found othe 
faults with the proposed contracts, 
inasmuch as it failed to reserve to 
the government rights to recover 
over payments, or to credit the val- 
ue of materials remaining property 
of the contractor.

With the American Army of Oc- 
cupation, November 
cabbage,” made in Germany, 
there still known as sauerkrout, has 
been served at many American army 
messes during the week, five car- 
loads of the tasty edible having been 
left behind by the withdrawing 
German army. The Americans on 
entering Arion, Belgium, last week, 
found a well-stocked supply depot, 
which the Germans had left behind, 
owing to the confusion of the retire- 
ment and lack of transportation. 
The five freight cars were loaded 
with barrels of the pickled cabbage, 
each barrel weighing 300 pounds. 
It is now being distributed among 
the messes of the various divisions, 

In addition to the “Liberty cab- 
page,” the Americans also took pos- 
session of several carloads of pota- 
toes, many tons of turnips and oth- 
er perishables. These were also dis- 
tributed and aided many mess ser- 
geants in serving Thanksgiving din- 
ners to the American troops. 


DR. NAON ATTACKS 
ARGENTINE REGIME 


Washington, November 29.— Dr. 
Romolo Naon tonight made public a 
statement in which he asserted that 
the refusal of the Argentine govern- 
ment to permit him to publish the 
exchanges between himself and his 
government bearing on the subject 
of Argentina’s participation in the 
war proves that the affirmations of 
his government in the decree accept- 
ing his resigation “were utterly in- 
accurate and without foundation of 
truth.” aVSy 2 

The exchanges, Dr. Naon’s state- 
ment says, “would not in any way 
compromise any outsider, but simply 
prove my entire devotion to the 
fundamental! interests of my coun 
try. to the fundamental interests of 
Pan-Americanism and to the funda- 
mental interests of the unequivocal 
friendship between Argentina and 
the United States to which all my 
people adhere.”

AILLED AND WOUNDED 


London, November 
Hungary lost 4,900,000 killed 
wounded during the war, according 
to an Exchange Telegraph dispatch 
from Copenhagen. , 

Eight hundred thousand men were 
killed, including 17,000 officers. 

The German losses were placed at 
6,330,000 by the socialist Vorwaerts 
of Berlin, on November 20. The 
newspaper's estimate. which was 
unofficial, said that up to October 31 
1,680,000 German soldiers had been 
killed and the fate of 260,000 was 
not known. Four million soldiers 
were wounded and 499,000 were pris- 
oners. 

The British losses in all theaters 
of activity, including killed, wound- 
ed and missing, were officially 
placed at 3,049,991, on November 19.

The courier’s 
documents were seized.

The message, which 
was sent by Premier Eisner, de- 
clared the action was taken “owing 
to the effort of: Berlin to deceive 
the people by withholding the truth 
about conditions.” 


EISNER IS STYLED 
JEW AND FOREIGNER. 


' Berlin, November 29.—“Kurt Els- 
ner is beginning to become a tre- 
mendous danger to Germany,” says 
The Lokal Anzeiger, in commenting 
upon the Bavarian premier’s action 
in breaking off relations with the 
Berlin foreign office. A similar at- 
titude is taken by the entire bour- 
geois press, and even The Socialist 
Vorwaerts does not believe Eisner 
has “taken the right road to assure 
the unity of the empire and obtain 
better peace conditions.” 

The Berlin press in general con- 
demns him as an obstinate, im- 
practicable dreamer. It is declared 
Eisner was born in Galicia and that 
there is some doubt about his Ger- 
man citizenship, and this is inten- 
sifying the opposition to him in 
some quarters. 

Bavarian Catholics oppose him 
and there is also opposition in cer- 
tain radical circles.

T. Cc. eontinued to the expiration 
of the contract in June, 1919, made 
with the colleges.”

Berne, November 29.—The amaz- 
ing changes in Germany, esPpecially 
to those who know the stern Sys- 
tem of former days, are illustrated 
by many stories brought to Switzer- 
land from Germany by travelers. 

A Dutch diplomatie courier tells 
of his first trip after the break- 
up of the empire. On the train the 
courier found a general at a table. 
Soon three common soldiers entered, 
seated themselves at the general's 
table, and without saluting or even 
noticing the general began to eat. 

Another new arrival in Switzer- 
land is a Russian from Odessa, who 
came through Germany. He was 
worried lest his insufficent knowl- 
edge of German and his marked 
Russian aceent might make trouble, 
so he did not talk for hours, Finally, 
however, speech became imperative. 
His fellow travelers demanded his 
identity, and when the Russian re- 
vealed it, they fairly deluged him 
with attention. 

The Russian reached Switzerland 
convinced that t#e Germans in 
overturning their govern@ent also 
overturned most of their one-time 
customs, He said their habits of 
thinking had changed as no one 
ever had believed possible.

HOOVER 10 SURRENDER 
CONTROL OVER SUGAR 


New York, November 29.—The 
sugar divisions of the United States 
food administration throughout the 
country will begin to demobilize 
about December 15, it was learned 
here today, in anticipation of the 
arrival of Cuba’s sugar crop in Jan- 
uary. Modification of restrictions 


fective early next week. 

The sugar divisions, which have 
completes control over distribution 
by refiners, and, through the re- 
finers, over distribution by whole- 
salers and grocers, will on Decem- 
ber 1 discontinue their certificate 
system under which sugar had been 
allotted to manufacturers and deal- 
ers aS a war-time measure to con- 
serve this commodity. 

Manufacturers will, however, be 
required to limit their purchases 
each to thirty-dayY supply until the 
free arrival of the Cuban raw sugar 
about January 10 or 15. 

While restrictions on the use of 
sugar in public places will contin- 
ue in effect for the present, four 
pounds of sugar will be sowed to 
each person each month in homes, 
beginning Monday or Tuesday. 
This, it was declared, was the nor- 
mal consumption prior to the war. 
The present allotment tis three 
pounds. 

The sugar divisions had not in- 
tended to relinquish control until 
the end of the year, but the decision 
was reached that the situation had 
so improved that the demobilization 
would begin two weeks earlier.

NOT YET CLOSED 


Labor Unions Not Satis- 

fied With Commutation. 
Counsel for Mooney 
Says It Was “Mooney 
vs. Money, and Money 
Won.” 


San Francisco, November 23.—In- 
dictment of John B. Densmore, di- 


-rector general of employment of the

department of labor, who made a 
report disclosing alleged irregulari- 
ties in prosecutions, including the 
case of Thomas Mooney, whose death 
sentence was commuted to life im- 
prijisonment by Governor Stephens 
last night, will be asked by Direc- 
tor Attorney Fickert, the latter an- 
nounced today. The indictment will 
be sought under statutes pertain- 
ing to wire tapping. 

The Densmore report, in connec- 
tion with which Mr. Fickert said 
wire tappings was done, set forth 
many conversations alleged to have 
been obtained from telephone wires 
leading to the district attorney’s 
office and other offices, 

A grand jury is investigating the 
Densmore charges of irregularities 
in the prosecutions of Mooney and 
others in connection with the bomb 
murderers on preparedness day, July 
22, 1915, in San Francisco. 

“Mooney ws. Money.” 

At a meeting today the grand jury 
framed a request to Governor Ste- 
phens that he direct Densmore to 
appear before that hody to testify 
concerning his report. A certified 
copy of the report also was asked 
for. This action was predicated on 
secretary of Labor Wilson's decision 
to place the report and the 
ices of Densmore at the disposal of 
the governor, 

“It was a case of ‘Mooney ys. 
Money,’ and Money won a costly 
victory,” Maxwell McNutt, chief of 
counsel for Mooney, said in com- 
menting upon the commutation of 
Mooney’s sentence, 

The defense would be powerless 
to act further even if all of the 
charges in the Densmore report are 
substantiated, McNutt said, 

Dissatisfaction with the commu- 
tation was expressed in a statement 
issued by E. D. Nolan, secretary of 
the International Workers’ Defense | 
league, 

“The final word on the Mooney 
case has not been spoken,” said the 
statement. ‘“‘Labor will recover from 
this temporary setback and continue 
its fight for justice,” 

Mooney Prefers Death.

BRITISH FACTORIES 
TURN TO PEACE WORK

London, November 29.—F. G. 
laway. parliamentary secretary to 
the Ministry of munitions, in a 
statement regarding the turning 
over of munition factories to the 
production of peace materials, says 
the problem facing the British man- 
ufacturers is not nearly so serious 
as that which confronted them when 
they were asked to turn from peace 
to war production. 

Three munition firms at Leicester, 
Iikeston and Nottingham and three 
at Loughborough are taking up the 
manufacture of hosiery needles, im- 
ported from Germany before the 
war, Mr. Kellaway said. 

Another Leicester munition plant 
will produce hose suspender fittings, 
also formerly imported from Ger- 
many. There are several cases 
where manufacturers who were pro- 
ducing airplane motors will make 
engines for motor cars, while one 
concern which made shells is turn- 
ing tothe manufacture of shoe 
machinery. 

At Newcastle-on-Tyne, an airplane 
firm will take up the manufacture 
of house furniture and will give 
work to 5,000 persons, while another 
factory in the same town will change 
from the making of guns to the 
building of locomotives—a new in- 
dustry which will give employment 
to 5,000. A firm at Burnley, which 
was manufacturing guns, will make 
electric fittings; a Sheffield plant 
from the manufacture of shells will 
turn to the making of files and 
springs, employing 1,000 workmen. 
A plant which has ceased the manu- 
facture of copper bands for shells 
will turn out dairy utensils, while 
another which was engaged in as- 
sembling airplanes will devote its 
activities to the making of iron 
valves. 

A Birmingham firm is changing 
from the production of fuses and 
airplane parts to the manufacture 
of motor accessories; at Matlock an- 
other firm is arranging to make 
cream separators, now largely im- 
ported.
